THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART OFFERS WEDNESDAY EVENING FESTIVALS IN JULY 

The sixth annual Wednesday Evening Festivals of The Cleveland Museum 
of Art are scheduled for July 11, 18, and 25, 1979, and offer free art lectures, 
art workshops, feature films and art films, and a variety of special music 
programs . The Wednesday Evening Festivals are presented by the Museum with the 
support of WCLV, 95.5 FM. 

All of the Wednesday Evening Festival activities are free and open 
to the public and only the art workshops, which have limited enrollments, require 
advance reservations. Workshop instructors request that young children attend 
with a parent, grandparent, or older friend. 

Wednesday Evening Festival programs begin at 5:30 p.m. and offer 
diverse choices for the Museum visitor, while the Museum's galleries and special 
exhibitions remain open until 10 p.m. as usual on Wednesday evenings. 

A box-supper, served in the Museum’s outdoor garden court, is available 
for $4.50 and requires advance reservations by noon of the Monday preceding the 
Wednesday Evening Festival.

Music programs this year include a one-act opera, a vocal chamber 
ensemble accompanied by a chamber orchestra, and a brass quintet.

The feature films call attention to the important and often central 
role that special effects can play in the movies, while the art films highlight 
China, tracing that country’s rich historical and cultural development. The 
art films also serve to enhance the exhibit. The Face of China as Seen by 
Photographers and Travelers from 1860 to 1912 , on display at the Museum from 
July 11 through August 26. 

The Wednesday Evening Festival lectures examine topics related to the 
two special exhibitions on view at the Museum through August 12: Chardin 1699-1779 
3nd Chardin and the Still-Life Tradition in France . 

Each studio art workshop will explore subjects related to the Museum's 
collections or subjects in one of the three current exhibitions.
